' ENGLISH OPERA HOUSE. 

THE new Opera of The Pucha’s Bridal was repeated last 
night to a very good bouse, with the Farce of Mischief Making, 
and The Pet of the Petticoats. 

HAY-MARKtT THEATRE, 

THE entertainments at this Theatre, yesterday evening, were 
The Twelfth Night, The Ransom, and Second Thoughts. 
We understand that Mr. Morris bas fined Mr. Vining £30 for 
refusing the part assigned him in the new Tragic Drama, called 
The Cavalier. Mr. Haines is to play it. 

SuRREY.—Two new pieces were produced at this Theatre on 
Monday night with great success ; the first is a pleasant little one 
act Comedy, called State Secrets ; or, the Tailor of Tamworth, 
the fun of which turns on the anxiety of several parties to obtain 
possession of certain state p»pers, directed to Prince Rupert, 
which have by accident fallen into the hands of the tailor of Tam- 
worth. Believing these papers to be sewn in the tailor’s clothes, 
one, fixing on the waistcoat as the_probable depository of the pre- 
cious papers, gives 2000 marks for it, another fixes on the coat 
and gives 1000 marks for tliat, and a third party thinking the 
tailor’s breeches the most safe depository for state secrets, pur- 
chases them for 4000 marks. Mr. W. Smith played the Tailor 
with great humour ; his delight and amazement at the high price 
set upon his ragged garments were truly comic, for he being an 
honest man, and having sent the papers to their right owner, has 
no idea what is meant by the competition for his wardrobe. The 
second piece was a new musical Extravaganza, called TheBlack 
God of Love, written for the purpose of exhibiting Mr. Rice’s 
extraordinary power of delineating negro characters and man- 
ners. In the course of the evening Mr. Rice sang “ Jim Crow’s 
return from France,’ and the audience were so pleased with it 
that he was encored no less than four times !! The Bedouin 
Arabs performed their wonderful feats, and were immensely ap- 
plauded.—The house was crowded in every part. 

A new and very splendid Theatre was opened in Leicester last 
Thursday evening. It was built under the direction of Mr. Beaz- 
ley, who seems to be the universal architect of Theatres in the 
United Kingdom. Crace and Son, with their assistants, have 
painted and decorated the interior. A sumptuous dinner was 
given by the proprietors on the occasion of the opening, to which 
many of the performers were invited. 

Orchestral Instruments.—To give a proper effect to full sym- 
phonies or overtures, it requires at least 30 violins, 8 violas, 8 
violincellos, 6 double basses, 2 flutes, (or flute and piccolo,) 2 
oboes, 2 clarionets, 2 bassoons, 4 horns, 2 trumpets, 3 trombones, 
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brass horn or serpent, a pair of kettle drums, and sometimes a 
side drum and triangles, making a total of about 70 instruments ; 
we believe this is the strength of the Philharmonic band. 

An Ionian girl, a dancer at’'Athens, by her expressive gestures, 
produced effects so terrible in the Temple of Apollo, during the 
celebration of thePythianGames, as to be prohibited from repeating 
the performance, The subject was the memorable pride and 
punishment of Niobe. The transition of Niobe from childless 
agony to marble horror was so heart rending to the spectators, 
that the. presiding magistrates interfered to arrest the perform- 
ance. 

The Duke of Brunswick, on his way to the Manchester Fes- 
tival, meeting with Lablache at Leicester, offered him a seat in 
his carriage ; on the road the solemn and imposing aspect of the 
great singer convinced the spectators that he must be the Royal 
personage. Whilst the horses were changing at Derby an old 
woman deliberately approached the vehicle, and, staring first at 
the Duke and then at Lablache, she turned to the latter and ex- 
claimed with much bitterness, ‘‘ No wunder the balloon coomed 
down with thy weight, whoy did’st thee go up with Mrs, 
Graham, thee great hulk! !”
